Epsom and Ewell has the 
lowest rate of obese four and 
five-year-olds in England for 
the second year in a row. 

Data from NHS Digital for 
the National Child Measure¬ 
ment Programme 2016/17 
show only 4.6 per cent of 
reception pupils are obese 
(with a body mass index 
in the highest 95 per cent), 
compared to the average of 
9.6 per cent. 

Neighbouring Kingston 
has the second lowest rate, at 
4.8 per cent. 

Epsom and Ewell also has 
the second-lowest rate of obe¬ 
sity in year six pupils (aged 
10 and 11), with 9.1 per cent, 
compared to the average of 
20 per cent and only beaten 
by Elmbridge at 8.8 per cent. 

Councillor Barry Nash, 
chairman of Epsom and 
Ewell Council’s Community 
and Wellbeing Committee, 
said: “The council promotes 
healthy activity for young 
people within the borough 
and has a range of initiatives 
including free tennis, basket¬ 
ball and soccer facilities. 

“Many of our parks have 
free outside gym equipment 
and multi-user games areas 
specifically for young people 
and we are currently looking 
at the possibility of further 
increasing our free skate/ 
BMX park provision. 

“We maintain a strong re¬ 
lationship with local sports 
clubs and with schools, en¬

suring sporting opportuni¬

This year’s data compare 
to three per cent and 12.3 per 
cent from 2015/16, when the 
borough again had the low¬ 
est rate of obese reception 
pupils. 

Surrey County Council’s 
senior public health lead 
and dietician Jennifer Smith 
said: “We were thrilled to see 
the rates; they’re amazing. 
We’ve been putting a lot of 
effort into what we’ve been 
doing. 

“We’ve written a healthy 
weight strategy, which uses 
a whole-system approach, 
including families, trading 
standards, countryside and 
children’s services. We’re 
working on an action plan to 
work together to make sure 
that planning can, when mak¬ 
ing decisions, expand provi¬ 
sion for walking and cycling, 
and use green spaces that 
we’re lucky to have in Surrey.” 

Public Health England 


estimates only 23 per cent of 
boys and 20 per cent of girls 
meet the national recom¬ 
mended level of physical ac¬ 
tivity - an hour a day. 

Ms Smith said: “We run 
Alive and Kicking sessions 
with schools and families

Epsom bus drivers are to vote 
on possible strike action which 
would disrupt local bus routes, 
including those of hospital 
staff. 

The Quality Line bus drivers 
say they are upset that RMT, Brit¬ 
ain’s largest transport union, isn’t 
being accepted as their union of 
choice despite it having the major¬ 
ity of members at the depot. 

The vote opened on Monday, 
October 23, and closes on 
November 7. 

A bus driver said: “Bad employ¬ 
ers do not like effective trade 
unions — good employers do 
as it helps staff morale by 
suggesting efficiencies; by 
removing minor problems; 
by keeping rogue, normally 
junior managers, in check.” 

Should a strike go ahead, it’s 
understood that it would affect the 
shuttle service used by staff 
at Epsom and St Helier hospitals.

Boost for community-run charity nursery 

Pre-school rated

Epsom Playhouse Pre-school is 
celebrating achieving a ‘good’ 
rating from Ofsted just weeks 
into the start of term with new 
charity manager Lucy Frost. 

Lucy started her new role at 
Epsom Playhouse Pre-school at 
the start of September, filling 
the gap after the previous man¬ 
ager departed in April. 

She got stuck in straight from 


the very start to ensure high 
quality education and care for 
all 28 children on the roll. 

Lucy said: “The children are 
secure and happy and that really 
shows. It’s a great place to work. 

“We put lots of support and ef¬ 
fort into the pre-school, improv¬ 
ing sensory development for the 
children.” 

The pre-school is managed by 
an elected volunteer committee 
(made up of volunteer parents, 
carers and staff), who are col¬ 
lectively responsible for the pre¬ 
school.

The Species Champion initia¬ 
tive, led by the RSPB, sees MPs 
from across the UK champion¬ 
ing various species, from mam¬ 
mals, fish and reptiles to trees 
and wildflowers. 

Mr Grayling said: “Surveys 
by hedgehog experts tell us that 
we have lost over a third of all 
our hedgehogs in the past dec¬ 
ade. And they are still declining. 


The reasons for their decline are 
complex, but I hope to be able 
to promote the conservation of 
this animal in Government and 
see hedgehog numbers back on 
the rise once again.” 

Hedgehog Street was set up 
in 2011 by wildlife charities the 
British Hedgehog Preservation 


Society and People’s Trust for 
Endangered Species. 

More than 46,000 volunteers 
have signed up to help save Brit¬ 
ain’s favourite mammal, whose 
populations have declined by 
at least half in rural areas and 
by up to a third in urban areas 
since 2000.

Overtaken by driver 


more than 100 council homes 


I was surprised to read of the 
disappointment of Battersea’s new MP, 
Marsha de Cordova (12 October), because the 
regeneration of the Winstanley and York 
Road estates is one of the only estate 
regeneration schemes in London that’s 
building more than 100 additional council 
homes, at social rents, as well as reproviding 
council tenants’ and owner-occupiers’ homes 
on site. This not only helps residents in the 
first phase stay within a mile of their estate 
while their new home is built down the road, 
but also keeps Wandsworth’s communities 
together Wandsworth’s approach to 


regeneration follows established best 
practice advice including that drawn up by 
the Mayor of London. 

Perhaps Ms de Cordova, who remains a 
councillor for Larkhall ward in Lambeth, 
may wish to reconsider her support for the 
Fenwick Estate regeneration in her own 
ward, where a Lambeth Council report from 
last year suggested rents for council tenants 
would increase by between 5 % and 20 %. 

It is a similar story at Lambeth’s 
Cressingham Gardens Estate where the 
residents say this approach will break up 
their communities as many will not be able 


to afford living in the new homes on their 
estate. It is this kind of bad deal for local 
people that gives councils like Lambeth, and 
neighbouring Southwark, a terrible 
reputation among their tenants and 
leaseholders when it comes to estate 
regeneration. In Wandsworth we have 
worked hard to avoid that by extensive 
consultation and considerate management - 
an approach which has the support of 
Labour ward councillors

RECIPE: TREACLE TART 



Food writer Kate Young’s career started with 
treacle tart after she made Harry Potter’s favour¬ 
ite treat for friends, who told her she had to start 
a blog about the bakes found in fiction. 

This recipe was inspired by a passage from 
Harry Potter And The Philosopher’s Stone by 
J. K. Rowling: “A moment later the desserts ap¬ 
peared. Blocks of ice cream in every flavour you 
can think of, apple pies, treacle tarts, chocolate 
eclairs and jam doughnuts, trifle, strawberries, 
jelly, rice pudding... As Harry helped himself to 
a treacle tart, the talk turned to their families.” 

Ingredients: 

(Serves 10) 

For the pastry: 

250g plain flour 
2tbsp icing sugar 
Zest of 1 lemon 
Pinch of salt 

175g butter, chilled and cubed 
1 egg yolk 
For the filling: 

600g golden syrup 
l/4tsp ground ginger 
150g fresh fine breadcrumbs 
Zest and juice of 1 lemon 
1 egg, beaten 

Method: 

1) To make the pastry, combine the flour, icing 
sugar, lemon zest and salt in a bowl. Rub in the 
cold butter until the mixture resembles bread¬ 
crumbs. Add the egg yolk and one to two table¬ 
spoons of very cold water. Combine with your 
hands until the mixture comes together into a 
dough. Turn onto a lightly floured work surface 
and form into a ball. Don’t work the mixture too 
much or your pastry won’t be crisp. Wrap in 
clingfilm and pop in the fridge for half an hour. 

2) Roll the pastry out on a lightly floured sur¬ 
face (if the pastry is sticking, roll it between two

pieces of greaseproof paper). You want a 30cm 
circle that is around the thickness of a pound 
coin. 

3) Transfer your pastry to a fluted tart tin. Use 
a small ball of spare dough (rather than your 
fingers - your nails may cut the pastry) to push 
it into place, making sure it goes right into the 
corners. If there are any tears, patch them up 
with extra dough. Lightly prick the base with a 
fork and return to the fridge to chill for a further 
30 minutes. Preheat your oven to 190C/Gas Mark 
5 and insert a baking sheet in the middle of the 


oven to heat up. 

4) Line the chilled case with greaseproof 
paper and fill with baking beans or uncooked 
rice. Place in the oven, on the baking sheet, for 
15 minutes, then remove the baking paper and 
beans and bake for a further five minutes. 

5) For the filling, heat the golden syrup and 
ground ginger in a saucepan over a low heat 
until hot, but not boiling. Remove from the heat. 
Stir in the breadcrumbs, lemon zest and juice 
and beaten egg until just combined, then pour 
into the pastry case. 


6) Bake the tart in the oven for 30-35 minutes 
until the filling is set and the pastry golden. Cool 
on a wire rack for 15 minutes before remov¬ 
ing from the tin and serving warm. Leftovers 
(should there be any) should be reheated a lit¬ 
tle in the oven before eating, or you risk losing 
a tooth!

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FILMREVIEW: 

THOR: RAGNAROK (12 A) 



Thor, Valkyrie and Bruce Banner 


Marvel have done it again! Just when you 
start to wonder if they can keep up the high 
standard that we expect from the studio, they 
hit you with this gem of high energy enter¬ 
tainment. (I hope you are listening DC?), 
writes Mark Foker. 

I think the main reason we like to go to the 
cinema is to be entertained so we can lock all 
our worries away in that little alcove in the 
back drawer of our brain and drift off into 
another world. 

Much of this praise is due to the employ¬ 
ment of New Zealand director and comedy 
actor, Taika Waititi. You may be familiar 
with his work as director and actor in the In¬ 
dependent Kiwi movies, What We Do in the 
Shadows (2014). A horror spoof on a ‘fly on 
the wall’ documentary about a group of Vam¬ 
pires who share a house in the suburbs and 
Hunt for the Wilderpeople (2016) a comedy / 
drama starring Sam Neill which is a sort of 
live version of Disney’s UP (2009) as a grumpy 
old man and a young boy go on a wild adven¬ 
ture. 

News Shopper: 

Both these small films achieved cult status 
and the attention of Hollywood. Hence Waititi 
being asked to director the big budget which 
was to be Thor: Ragnarok. 

The last time we saw Thor (Chris Hems- 
worth) he had gone off on his own to look for 
the Infinity Stones. 

But now his efforts have turned to more 
pressing matters with his home planet of 
Asgard under threat. Thor’s Father Odin 
(Anthony Hopkins) has warned him and his 
brother Loki (Tom Hiddleston) that their old¬ 
er sister Hela, (Cate Blanchett) known as ‘The 


Goddess of Death’ has been unleashed from 
her incarceration and is out for revenge and 
intends to dominate and rule Asgard. 

In his first confrontation with Hela, Thor 
gets inadvertently propelled to the planet of 
Sakaar, ruled by the Grandmaster (A brilliant 
turn by Jeff Goldblum who apparently was 
allowed to improvise by director Waititi) a 
pleasure-seeking hedonist who organises the 
Gladiator arena to appease the masses. 

The Grandmaster sees Thor as a worthy 
adversary to fight his current champion, a 
certain green monster! It’s here on Sakaar, 
that we meet a new character in the form of a 
stone / rock built Gladiator called Korg, who 
steals the show with his hilarious one liners 
in his Kiwi accent, voiced by the director him¬ 
self (Taika Waititi). 

After an amazing choreographed fight se¬ 
quence in the arena between the two mighty 
Avengers. The pair team up to escape Sakaar 
with the help of the last of the race of As- 
gard’s Valkyrie’s, called simply Valkyrie (Tes¬ 
sa Thompson) who is a hard drinking sword 
wielding warrior. 

The stage is then set for the final showdown 
between Thor and his Sister Hela. But can As¬ 
gard be saved? 

In my opinion, this Marvel episode is prob¬ 
ably one of the most entertaining that I have 
seen. It’s right up there with the Guardians of 
the Galaxy, Vol 1 and Vol 2. 

The film is relentless in its pace and doesn’t 
let the audience get distracted for a second. 
Your eyes are fixed on the screen for the whole 
130 minutes, which passes quite quickly. 

Director Waititi, wanted to create a movie 
in the vain of the Buddy Buddy movies such 


as Butch Cassidy and the Sundance Kid (1969) 
and the 70’s and 80’s style inspired films such 
as Midnight Run (1988), 48 Hours (1982), Big 
Trouble in Little China (1986) and Planes, 
Trains and Automobiles (1986). 

The director also wanted to show off Chris 
Hemsworth comedic quality. In the original 
Thor movie Hemsworth played the role as a 
serious character (or God!) but his comedy 
timing is spot on and this also goes for his pal 
Bruce Banner / HULK (Mark Ruffalo) who 
bounce off each other perfectly. 

Tom Hiddleston is also back as double 
crossing sleazeball Loki, although the audi¬ 
ence seem to have an odd empathy towards 
the character. 

Idris Elba returns as Heimdall, former 
gatekeeper to Asgard who now leads the re¬ 
bellion with the citizens of Asgard. 


There are a couple of new faces with 
Skurge, (Karl Urban) and Asgardian War¬ 
rior who changes allegiances to Hela as her 
executioner and bodyguard. We also have 
Topaz (Rachel House) who was Paula, the cor¬ 
rupt child welfare officer in Waititi’s Hunt for 
the Wilderpeople (2016) and last heard as the 
voice of the Gramma Tala in Disney’s Moana 
(2016) who is bodyguard to Jeff Goldblum’s 
Grandmaster. 

But it is Cate Blanchet’s character Hela 
which is the first main female villain in any 
Marvel movie (so far). Blanchet looks great 
in her S&M body suit, sporting headgear with 
retractable antlers. A formidable adversary 
for Thor and his team. 

I had to give this a 5 out of 5 on the Foker On 
Film enjoyment meter.

Finding trusted tradespeople 


Spotting cowboy builders or plumbers can 
be tricky. Most of us have come across 
them, even suffered at their hands. But 
how many of us have failed to spot the 
warning signs? 

If you follow our 10 top tips, you should 
be able to invite tradespeople into your 
home without living to regret it. 

1. A personal recommendation is always preferable 
to a written reference. If you want a new loft 
extension and one of your neighbours has had a 
similar extension built, and to their satisfaction, 
that is the best possible start. A friendly neighbour 
might be so proud of their loft extension that they 
will show you around their home to let you take a 
closer inspection of the work. 

2 . It is just common sense to get three different 
estimates/quotes for all but the most basic building 
or plumbing works. The estimates should be for a 
job which you have specified in detail, not in vague 
or ambiguous terms. But you should not necessarily 
choose the lowest estimate, particularly if you 
entertain doubts about the competence of the 
company. And if none of the estimates inspire you 
with confidence, be prepared to widen your search. 
Always trust your instincts. 


3. Make sure that estimates are submitted in writing 
from bona fide companies with a proper business 
address. Some cowboys like to hide their traces, 
whereas reputable tradespeople are open and 
above board. 

4. In the case of large-scale building work, you 
should put a premium on experience when choosing 
your contractor. A company that has been trading 
for 15 years trumps an enthusiastic newcomer. You 
should also double-check that they have the relevant 
safety qualifications to install gas and electricity etc. 

5. Depending on the complexity of the building 
work you want done, you need to satisfy yourself 
that the company you are employing has done work 
on homes similar to yours. For instance, if relevant, 
do they have experience with period properties, 
listed buildings or working in a Conservation Area? 
Find out before you give them the go ahead. 

6 . This is not a hard-and-fast rule, but local 
tradespeople are generally preferable to ones who 
live miles away. If building companies are having to 
factor in travel time, it may inflate their estimates. 

7. Be very wary of tradespeople offering a discount 
if you pay in cash. They may take short-cuts with 
guarantees and insurance clauses. 


8 . It is critical, particularly with large-scale building 
works, that the contract you sign with your builders 
includes not just a full description of the work, 

but a start and finish date. Unforeseen delays can 
lead to particularly acrimonious disputes. Penalty 
clauses for late completion of the job are sometimes 
advisable, but may be difficult or expensive to 
enforce. It is also worth agreeing in writing that the 
property will be left in mint condition, and that you 
will not be expected to clear up after the builders. 

9. Contractual clarity about how payments for the 
work should be staged is also essential. You may 
be asked to pay a deposit, but you should never, for 
obvious reasons, make final payment until the job 
has been completed. Hold some of the money back 
until the work is carried out to your satisfaction. 

It is worth going around your home with the 
tradesperson, snagging the job and agreeing the 
areas that need improving. Then put this in writing 
on an email. 

10. The best way to avoid sleepless nights is to 
insure yourself against things going wrong. You 
should not only check your own insurance policy 
before starting major building works, but ask for 
proof that the company you are using has its own 
insurance against unforeseen problems in the 
course of the work.

PEUGEOT 308 

Peugeot’s latest 308 looks to have come of age, now boasting a 
complete range of PureTech petrol and^ ^ 

BlueHDi diesel engines. 

Jonathan Crouch 
reports. 



BACKGROUND: What do you look 
for in an Astra-sized family hatchback? 

If it’s driving excitement, you’ll find it in a 
Ford Focus. If it’s sheer value, then you’re 
more likely to be drawn towards cars like 
Hyundai’s i30 or Kia’s cee’d. But what if 
your priorities are a bit more relaxed? You 
want an expensive feel. An absorbent ride. 
A laid back demeanour. And a carthat 
makes you feel you’re in something much 
nicer. Perhaps, just perhaps, you want one 
of these, the revised version of Peugeot’s 
second generation 308. 

Yes, we’re looking at a package of facelift 
improvements here, but there are some 
genuinely significant ones, with changes to 
engines, transmissions and overall running 
cost efficiency. As before, the car runs on 
the PSA Group’s hi-tech EMP2 (‘Efficient 
Modular Platform 2’), underpinnings that 
now support a smarter, classier body. 

The result promises to be a carthat family 
hatch buyers must now take very seriously 
indeed. Let’s check it out. 
EXPERIENCE: It’s nice to reportthat 
the changes made to this 308 are more 
than skin-deep. There’s an all-new 1.5-litre 
BlueHDi 130 desel engine for example. 
And if you’re able to stretch up to the 
2.0-litre BlueHDi 180 diesel powerplant 
atthetop ofthe range, you’ll nowfind it 
mated to an all-new Ekspeed automatic 
transmission. The brand says that its 
1.2-litre three cylinder PureTech petrol 
engine has been extensively revised too, 
in pursuit of extra efficiency. Otherwise, 
it’s as you were. Most will want the 1.6-litre 


BlueHDi unit, which comes in either 100 
or 120bhp guises. There’s also a 2.0-litre 
BlueHDi engine, offered with either 150 
or 180bhp. For petrol people, the engine 
line-up opens with an 82bhp, 1.2-litre 
three-cylinder PureTech unit, then there’s 
a choice of either 110 or 130bhp versions 
ofthis same engine further upthe range. 
Across the line-up, transmissions are 
fairly standard fare, with five and six-speed 
manuals or a six-speed torque-converter 
automatic. If you want something sparkier, 
there’s a choice ofthe warmed-up GT 
model orthe full-fat GT hot hatch. The GT 
variant gets the older petrol 1.6-litre THP 
unit in 205bhp guise orthe 2.0 BlueHDi 
180 diesel unit. Goforthe GT and there’s 
a 270bhp version ofthe 1.6 THP petrol 
powerplant. Dynamically, the 308 has 
never really been a carforthe hard 
charger. Instead, it’s a family hatchback 
that’s more about refinement and a relaxed 
gait. The suspension carries no great 
surprises, with a standard front strut and 
reartorsion beam arrangement. Peugeot 
has fitted reartrailing arms that allow greater 
longitudinal arc in the wheel travel. It sounds 
esoteric but it makes for a smoother ride 
when the rear wheels hit ridges or bumps. 
The electrically-assisted power steering 
is geared towards ease of use ratherthan 
detailed feedback but perhaps that’s just 
as well. It makes the 308 very comfortable 
around town in the sort of usage it will 
mostly see. 

DESIGN: This revised 308 features a 
sleeker bon net that flows into a vertical 


grille that has a central Lion badge and the 
‘Peugeot’ name sculpted into the upper 
trim. The revised elliptical headlights come 
with integrated daytime running light LEDs 
to produce a distinctive front light signature. 
Other design-led changes include a 
re-styled front bumper with three lower 
grille openings to ensure effective engine 


cooling, while the rear lamps show a smart 
three-claw light signature. PI usher variants 
all feature a large glass roof as standard. 
Otherwise, things are much as before, this 
car exhibiting a mature, confident look. It’s 
not trying too hard. We like that. 

The interior retains the ‘rCockpit’ design 
that sees the driver looking the instruments 


overthetop ofthe steering wheel. As 
before, there’s also 

a 9.7-inch centre dash colour monitor 
incorporating ‘Mirror Screen’ technology 
which allows you to connect in your 
smartphone using the ‘Android 
Auto’/’MirrorLink’ or ‘Apple CarPlay’ 
systems. There’s aso afaster-acting 


navigation system with voice control that 
connects into the TomTom real time traffic 
monitoring service. Otherfeatures are as 
before. The contra-rotating rev counter is 
a neat touch, the oversized manual gear 
knob less so. Space all round is more than 
adequate and the 470-litre boot is excellent. 
If you need more space, there’s a 308 
SW estate variant with a 660-litre boot 
extendable to 1,660-litres with the rear 
bench folded. 

MARKET: Prices range in the £ 15,000 
to £27,000 bracket and there’s a choice 
between Access, Sportium, Active, Allure, 
GT Line and GT trim levels, plus a GT hot 
hatch model. The two bodystyles are a 
five-door hatch and a spacious SW estate. 
Engine options range between a choice 
oftwo different 1.6-litre BlueHDi diesels, 
offering either 100 or 120bhp, plus there’s 
a 2.0-litre BlueHDi unit with either 150 or 
180bhp. Petrol people choose between 
82,110 or 130bhp versions ofthe 
1.2-litre PureTech powerplant, oraturbo 
1.6 THP with either 205,250 or 
270bhp. Even the most basic models 
include air conditioning, remote central 
door locking, cruise control with speed 
limiter, a DAB digital radio, LED daylight 
running lights and Bluetooth connectivity. 
However, if you go for base Access trim, 
you don’t getthe infotainmenttouchscreen 
that’s such a key part of his 308’s 
much improved cabin. The minimum 
trim requirement forthis is the 
‘Active’ level, which starts at 
around £18,000.
